Indian KGV Postal Stationary envelope (internal rate of Y. Anna) to Singapore, Straits Settlements, 
Malaya postmarked 6 NO 1917. The rate was 1 Anna and the deficiency Y Anna. | 
On the obverse is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark and a manuscript “10c” to indicate double the deficiency in Ig

1 postage due marking “Singapore/ To Pay 4 cents’ indicating that postage due of 4 cents was charged.

Penang 
January 1918 


Local letter within Penang, Straits Settiements, Malaya postmarked 7 JA 1918 on a copy of the 
3+2 cents Red Cross issue of 1917. The rate was 4 cents having being increased from 3 cents 
on 1 January 1918, the deficiency was 1 cent and double this was 2 cents. 
There is a “T” (Taxe) mark on the obverse and a Penang postage due marking “To Pay/ 2 Cents" (used 
18 months earlier than recorded), indicating that postage due of 2 cents was charged, on the reverse.

Singapore to Penang 


March 1918 


Underpaid letter from Singapore to Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya postmarked on the obverse 
and reverse of 1 MR 1918 on a copy of the 3 cents of 1917. The rate was 4 cents having being increased 
from 3 cents in January 1918 and the deficiency was 1 cent and double this was 2 cents. 

There is a Singapore “T” (Taxe) mark on the obverse together with a “Eye” censor mark. On the reverse 
there is a further Singapore postmark of 2 MR 1918, a Penang arrival mark of 4 MR 1918 and a Penang 
mark “To Pay/ 2 Cents” indicating that postage due of 2 cents was charged. 





MALAYA — STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 


Malacca 


September/October 1918 


Underpaid letter from Kanadukathan, India to Malacca, Straits Settlements, Malaya with postage partly 
paid on the reverse by a copy of the 1 Anna of 1911 postmarked 17 SE 18. The rate was 1/4 Annas 
(having increased from 1 Anna just the same month) and the deficiency Y Anna. 

Also on the obverse is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark. On the reverse there is a Malacca arrival mark 
of 13 OC 1918 and a boxed “Malacca/ To pay 4 cents” mark indicating that postage due of 4 cents 
was charged.

Singapore 


January/February 1919 


Unpaid letter from Karaikudi, India to Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya postmarked 27 JAN.19 
on the reverse. The rate and the deficiency was 1% Annas. 
On the obverse is an Indian "T” (Taxe) mark and a “Karaikudi/ Due/ As” mark in a semi-circle. 
On the reverse there is a Singapore arrival mark of 10 FE 1919 anda previously unrecorded mark 
“Singapore/ To Pay 12 Cents” indicating that postage due of 12 cents was charged. 





MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 
Singapore April 1919 


Unpaid letter from Karaikudi, India to Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya postmarked 8 April 1919 
on the reverse. The rate and the deficiency was 1% Annas. 
On the obverse is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark and a “Karaikudi/ Due/ As” mark in a semi-circle. 
On the reverse there is a Singapore arrival mark of 24 April 1919 and a previously unrecorded 
“Singapore/ To Pay 12 Cents” mark in violet indicating that postage due of 12 cents was charged. 





MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 


Singapore May/June 1919 


Unpaid letter from Karaikudi, India to Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya postmarked 20 May 1919 
on the reverse. The rate and the deficiency was 1% Annas. 
On the obverse is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark together with a semi-circular * Karaikudi/ Due/ ...As” mark 
for internal use. On the reverse the Singapore arrival mark is 4 June 1919 and there is a boxed mark 
“Singapore/ To Pay 12 cents” in red indicating that postage due of 12 cents was charged. 
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
